T here U > general ordinance in Milwaukee, passed some years 
ago, forbidding the further laying of wooden javements in 
citT. 

Wooden pavements are above all things very unsanitary. 
They virtually begin to rot almcMt the very moment they are laid. 
They bear the infectious germs of iiuny diseases. Typhoid and 
jgarlet fwr and many other <^dly maladies lurk in the -"wooden 
gaveincnt 

The urine of horses gathers under the blocks, and the heat of the 
son develops dangerous gases. The upper layer of the pavement and 
the manure form a filthy “olla pHtrida "—just as dangerous to the eyes 
and the Imigs wbeu it b dry, as dbgusting when it is wet. 


Besides, wooden pavements are expensive. 

It b true that the cheapMt kind of wootlen blocks cost onlv $1.37 
Ihe front foot But the resistance of wood for pavements is very 
small as compared with brick or stone. Every wooden block is of 
wyii^ hardness. It will wear unevenly. In Uie soft parts there are 
holn in a very short time, while the harder parts form humps. 

Therefore, in all European cities, and even in Russia, a country 
where lumber b very ranch cheaper than in .\merica, wooden pave- 
aseiits are discarded. In Germany, .\astria, France and Italy they are 
■ot used at all, altiiough Germany and Austria have very wide and ex¬ 
tensive, forests. 

Whenever cheap pavonents are wanted in the cities of the old 
world—and they arc usually much better paved than the average 
American city—round cot^le stones ("hanl heads" or "niggerheads" 
■a we call them in thb country) are used extensively. Here they are 
mdy used in alleys, but they are laid very carelessly. 

Of late, iron bricks or so-called blue bricks, have been used in 
■lany European towns, especially in England. The work is mostly 
Aone 1 ^ the cities directly—and thus the profits of the contractor and 
a great deal of fraud are avoided. 

We might well follow that example. ~

Fond du Lac Avenue needs paving. .According to the general or- 
ifinance he would have to lay a brick pavement there at the price of 
9x30 per from foot, while wooden blodcs would only cost $1.37. 

Forthermore, t^ brick pavement would be attested agrnnst kit 
properly, while the wooden pavemem would come out of the repair 
nmd, and the peof^ of the entire ward would pay for hit pofentenl. 

And wh^' Mr, Gerhardt makea profit enou^ on hb wiener- 
wurata-so that he might well afford to pay (or the pavement in front 
of Ma jungle, yet true to his cockroach msa instinct, he prefers that 
Ac other people in ^ ward should pay it for him, 


And there are some more cockroach business men of the same type 
Is the Tenth ward. So it was easy enough for Mr. Gerhardt to ^ 
np a "sendiiuit" among them for paving Fond dn Lac Avenue with 
wcx>den blocks ulstcad of bricks.
